The mat- 
ter of the adoption of one of these constitu- 
tions is considered tne most important mat- 
ter before the convention. 

Mrs. Alfred Janotta, a delegate from the 
Political Equality league, and Mrs, Laura 
Fisher of the Woman's party of Cook county 
perched on the backs of the seats in the Pull- 
man car in which the meeting had been called 
and read section after section of the consti- 
tutions, raising their voices to concert pitch 
so as to be heard over the din of the dele+ 
gates’ voices,and the noise of the train. 


Explained by Mrs. McCulloch. 

Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch, seated 
on the arm of a seat, rose now and then to 
explain the meaning of a section in the Stew- 
art-Addams constjtution, the one favored by 
the pioneer suffragist and her followers. The 
delegates from the Suffrage association 
closed in about her, filling the adjoining 
seats and aisle. 

The second constitution, drawn up by Mrs. 
George W. Plummer, had to stand on its own 


merits, for none of the committee who had 
ara vn it up was present. , 


Mrs. L. Brackett Bishop and Mra, Laura a. 
Fixen denounced both constitutions as the 
work of warring factions who are seeking to 
get control of the power of the suffrage or- 
ganization in the state. 1 


Differences in Two Plans, 

The stewart-Addams constitution differs 
radically from the other in that it provides 
that any person over 18 may become an active 
member of the state association, thereby 
eliminating due-paying membership. Mrs. 
Plummer's provides for membership along 
the old lines, auxiliary, life contributary at- 
filiated and contributary. 

Another point of difference is the provision 
of a central state committee composed of 
women from the fifty-one senatorial districts, 
which is to meet with the state officers three 
times a year, with power to vote on all suf- 
frage matters. Mrs. Plummer’s provides for 
this same committee, but gives it only ad- 
visory not voting power. 

“Tt ie time that we organize along geo- 
graphical political lines,” Mrs. MeCulloch 
said. Our needs are different and now that 
we are voters we must follow along the lines 
of the political parties in the organization 
of the state, In order to do this we must 
ehange our constitution. 

“To keep the franchise we have and to 
gain more we must see that men who will re- 
fuse to repeal our suffrage bill go to Spring- 
field. The women in each senatorial district 
should be so well organized next summer that 
they will be a force when they urge the re- 
election of the men who voted for suffrage 
and the defeat of men who voted against 
the bill.“ 

Calls One Plan Impractical. 

Mrs. Trout declared the Stewart-Addams 
constitution to be impractical. 

Wa do not want a constitution that looks 
well on paper,” she said. ‘‘ We need a work- 
able one. Mra. Plummer’s gives the state 
board the power to act without rushing 
around the state to find out whether the 
chairmen“ of fifty-one senatorial districts 
agree. It would be impossible to accomplish 
work satisfactorily under such conditions.“

Mrs, Sarah Foster Accused of 
Using Mails to Advertise 
Gambling Games, 


POOR WOMEN HELD DUPES

The federal government yesterday placed 
its ban on commercialized gambling, oper- 
ated in the guise of private card clubs for 
women. The federal grand jury returned 
an indictment against Mrs. Sarah Foster of 
214 West Garfield boulevard on charges of us- 
ing the mails for advertising her closed 
card clubs.” She operated her largest “club” 
in the drill hall, Masonic temple. 

The indictment was returned before Judge 
Landis. In the indictment Mrs. Foster's 
particular form of gambling is termed a 
“lottery and scheme offering prizes de- 
pendant ypon lot and chance.“ The alleged 
offense, according to the government, is a 
violation of gection 218 of the criminal code. 


Grows Rich on “Clubs,” 

Mre, Foster ie said to have made a smal! 
fortune out of the women who played cards 
weekly in her clubs and combination 
parties.“ The alleged scheme, it was said, 
was ¢apecially attractive to women of mod- 
erate means, because of the prizes offered. 
These consisted of painted china, cut glass, 
vases, silyerware, dresses and dress goods, 
household linens, lingerie, jewelry, bric-a- 
brac, and hundreds of other thimgs calculated 
to draw women to the card tables. 

General James D. Stuart, postoffice in- 
spector in charge, began work on the case 
nearly a year ago, following complaints 
made by several irate husbands, whose wives 
were alleged to have been fleeced at the card 
parties. The husbands complained their 


wives could not be broken of the card party 


habit. The complaint against Mrs. Foster 
was signed by Postoffice Inspector C. N. 
Moore, in charge of gathering the evidence. 
Assistant District Attorneys H. R. Harris 
and John Byrne had charge of the presenta- 
tion to the grand jury. 


Summer Tourist Card Party. 
While the drill hall, Masonic temple, was 
the principal field of Mrs. Foster's opera- 
tions, she also conducted several months ago 
a “ summer tourist card party at the Aldine 
Casino, Thirty-fifth street and Indiana ave- 


nue. In the games played there she offered 


as prizes trips to Niagara Falls, New York 
City, and other eastern points. A large num- 
ber of south side women, it was said, took

This is a choice of any one of my 
$10 club selections, thus enabling you to make 
a choice from 100 different articles in high 
class dress materials, fancy domestic lin- 
ens, hand painted china, cut glass sets, Rog- 
ers’ best 1847 quadruple plated silver, and 
other handsome and useful choices too nu- 
merous to mention. Now, besides the mem- 
bership prizes, we will have during the twen- 


ty-two weeks: 


What the Prizes Were. 

Three hundred and thirty prises to play 
for,consisting of linens of all kinds, fancy and 
domestic dress materials, etc. And should 
the club reach the same number of tables as 
1 have on the south side I will increase the 
number of prizes proportionally, so you will 
have plenty of chances to get your money's 
worth. 

“ after deducting the value of the mem- 
bership prize from the total amount the club 
costs you, each party will average about 18 
cents a-party. The first and last week of 
club dues must be paid in advance. If a 
member fails to remain until its expiration 
she forfeits her right to a membership prize.

John Barvell PfefferCelebrates 
Fifty Years’ Connection 
with College. 


ACTIVE AT FOURSCORE. 


Professors and Student Leaders 
Guests at Dinner Prepared 
by His Daughter. 


Beloit, Wis., Nov. 5.—[Special.]—John Bar- 
yell Pfeffer, janitor of Beloit college for the 
last half century, today celebrated his 


eightieth birthday. He was host tonight at 
a dinner given to the faculty, resident trus- 


tees and their families, the presidents of the 
four college classes, and employés in the 
college offices. One hundred guests were 
present. The dinner was prepared by Miss 
Nellie Pfeffer, daughter of the aged janitor. 

At the table of honor in the home, which 
has been a gathering place through many 
years for teachers and students, the aged 


man sat with Prof. W. Porter, patriarch of the 


faculty: Mrs. J. J. Blaisdell and Mrs. Joseph 
Emerson, widows of two of early day pro- 
fessors. In the center of the table was a 
birthday cake made by Mrs. C. B. Salmon, 
wife of Trustee Salmon. In its center was 
an immense candle marked 1838-1918 and 
over the cake were stuck tiny college flags, 
fifty in number, denoting fifty years of serv- 
ice.

President Edward Dwight Eaton paid a 
tribute to Mr. Pfeffer and said Beloit was 
the only college having a janitor 80 years 
young who had served half a century so 
faithfully and well.

9. Pedestrians will be held, responsible tor all 
damages done to automobiles or their occupants by 
collision.

Griffith then complained to Policeman Sulli- 
van, who arrested Lawhon and had him 
* booked as a common thief. 

When Lawhon discovered he was in seri- 
ous trouble his first step was to open negotia- 
tions with Griffith for a settlement. It was 
arranged between them that Lawhon should 
return the stolen money and that Griffith 
would not prosecute. 

Sullivan learned of this arrangement first 
* “en he went to Griffith's residence to ar- 
range with him to be present in court at 
the time of Lawhon’s trial. He found Griffith 
had disappeared. The policeman, however, 
kept his eyes open and the next day met 
Griffith in the street. He immediately threw 
him into jail.

When the case was called in the Municipal 
court Lawhon was present with his law- 
yers, and, confident that Griffith was out 
of the way, demanded an immediate trial.

St. Paul Jury Decides in Breach 
of Promise Suit. 


OTHER CHARGES ARE MADE. 


Violation of Mann Act by W. k Ba-

St. Paul, Minn. Nov. 5.—[Special.}—Miss

After the announcement one of his counsel 
said it was too early to make public the in- 
tention of the defense as to appealing the 
case, but that the attorneys for Mr. Edwards 
felt that the verdict was excessive, 


Accused Under Mann Act.

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 
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o one has derived a greater amount of 

benefit from the recent war in the 

Balkans than King Peter of Servia. 

Although he performed no act of per- 

sonal heroism, and did not even as- 
sume the active leadership of hig troops on 
the battlefield, he has emerged from the con- 
flict rehabilitated in the eyes of his sub- 
jects and to a great extent of foreign na- 
tions. 

Whereas, up to the time of the commence- 
ment of hostilities his throne had remained 
in a tottering condition, and his crown 80 in- 
eecure that he was always prepared to re- 

sume at an hour’s notice the weary path of 
exile, today his position is consolidated and 
quite as safe at any rate as that of any other 
sovereign in the southeast of Europe. 

Had Servia been defeated he would un- 
doubtedly have been deposed, or assassi- 
nated, like his predecessor, the ill fated Alex- 
ander. But since Servia has been victorious, 
almost doubling the extent of ita territory 
and opening up access to the two seas, the 
Adriatic and the Agean, the Karageorge- 
vitch dynasty may be regarded as having 
obtained a firm hold upon the crown. 

Crown Prince Alexander, too, behaved ex- 
tremely well throughout the war, winning 


golden opinions. He did not interfere with 
the commanding generals, but was always in 
‘the front, wholly regardless of danger, and 
displaying a most remarkable solicitude for 
the wounded and the sick. Indeed, he has, 
from a Servian point of view, become the 
most popular figure of the campaign. 


„ 


Prior to the war Servia was torn asunder 
by rival factions. There was the party of 
the murdered King Alexander, while the foes 
of the Obrenovitch régime were divided into 
the pro-regicide and anti-regicide parties, the 
latter calling upon King Peter to dismiss 
from his entourage and from their posts in 
the army and in the government adminis- 
tration all officers implicated in the shock- 
ing murder of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga, while the other defended the assas- 
Aima tion, and insisted that its perpetrators 
were deserving of reward at the hands of the 
nation. 

Today there are no longer any pro or anti- 
regicides. The question has by common con- 
sent been buried, while the adherents of the 
late king have come to the conclusion that 
after all ‘the dynasty of Obrenovitch has 
become extinct, save in the person of the wid- 
owed Queen Natalie, now a terribly obese, 
prematurely aged woman, and that, more- 
over it is under the Karageorgevitches that 
the Servian army has been led to victory, 
instead of to defeat, as under King Milan.

Undoubtedly the marriage of King Peter’s 
daughter, Helen, to a prince of the reigning 
house of Russia has given the Karageorge- 
vitch dynasty a prestige in the Balkans which 
it never previously enjoyed, and has won for 


the reigning families of Burope.

Baron Waleran, who has just amazed his 
relatives and friends by unexpectedly mar- 
rying, at the age of 64, a Mrs. Grant, is bet- 
ter Known by his fomumer name and title of 
Sir William Walrond, which he bore for e 
quarter of a century in the house of com- 
mons, and as a member of Lord Salisbury’s 
last cabinet, in which he held the chancel- 
lorship of the duchy of Lancaster. 

Lord Waleran was so devoted to his first 
wife, a great heiress, who died barely eight- 
een months ago, that no one dreamed that 
he would marry again. 

In taking the title of Lord Waleran, on his 
elevation to the peerage in 1905 he merely 
reverted to the old time pronunciation and 
spelling of the name of his ancient family. 
The family has been in uninterrupted pos- 
seasion of its Bradfield property in Devon- 
shire for 800 years, that is to say, ever since 
it was transferred by deed from Fulke Pay- 
nel, Lord of Bampton, to Richard de Waleran, 
in the reign of King John. The Qriginal deed 
is still in existence.

The mansion at Bradfield is a grand old 
place, which has been repeatedy restored 
and brought up to date in point of comfort 
and modern luxury, without any interference 
with its picturefqueness or architectural 
merit, 

The feature of the house te, beyond all 
question, the great hall, with ita vaulted oak 
roof, ite splendid napkin paneling, and its 
huge open fireplace. At its further end is 
the minstrel gallery, and just off this gallery 
is the state bedroom, which has sheltered 
the slumbers of many an old time king and 
queen of England. 

Of recent years Lord Waleran has turned 
over the Bradfield property to hie eldest son, 
the Hon. Lionel Walrond, who has succeeded 
him in the house of commons as representa- 
tive for the Tiverton division of Devonshire. 

Lord Waleran now @ivides his time between 


his beautiful villa at Nice and his London 


house in Hans place. He formerly served 
in the Grenadier guards, but left the army 
on his first marriage to devote himself to 
politica and to the management of the ex- 
tensive property of his first wife.

BIRTH REGISTRATION IN ILLINOIS 

Chicago, Nov. 1.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]— In your column in today's issue 
in response to an inquiry from James A. 
Ward, 4621 Racine avenue, relative to 
birth registration, you replied as follows: 

Unfortunately Illinois has no such law. 
Chicago and some other cities have regis- 
tration laws, but the state as a whole is a 
century behind some of ite neighbors,” etc. 

For your information I respectfully refer 
you to chapter 126-A, pi~e 2180, Revised 
Statutes, 1911, where you will find an act 
entitled “An act requiring reports of 
births and deaths, and the recording of the 


‘game, and prescribing a penalty for non- 


compliance with the provisions thereof, and 

repealing certain acts therein named (ap- 

roved May 6, 1903; in force July 1. 
3 9 


For the last two years the county board 
has made an appropriation to pay the fees 
to which doctors, midwiver, and others are 
entitled under the provisions of the act for 
the reporting of birth. Everything is 
being done to encourage the recording of 
births, the necessity for which must be 
patent to you and requires no discussion 
here. 

You are therefore requested to correct 
the statement above referred to. 

Ropert M. Sweitzer, County Clerk. 

The reply referred to was obtained from 
the department of health. : 

The law quoted by Mr. Sweitzer has been 
the law in Illinois for ten years. So far as 
registration of deaths is concerned the regia- 
tration is complete. The provision for regis- 
tration of births was not taken advantage of 
until two years ago. At that time the county 
board made an appropriation and underMr. 
Sweitzer the number of births registered has 
doubled. It is estimated now that the great 
majority of births registered will be regis- 
tered in 1913. The number missed will be legs 
than 10,000 and may be as low as §,000.. Reg- 
istration of deaths in Illinois outside of the 
city is still very faulty. Registration of 
births in Chicago is so delayed that much of 
the value Is lost. 

Tilinois is much behind other states in regis- 
tration of both births and deaths. The fault 
is partly in the law. The Illinois law is not 
so good as that of other states. They have 
declined to pass the standard law recom- 
mended by the vital statistics bureau of the 
census office, and adopted by most of the 
states. The fault is mainly in the adminis- 
tration of the law.

THE CASE OF KANSAS CITY, KAS. 
Chicago, Nov. 4.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In answering the statements of Mr. 
Davis of the Anti-Saloon league we will say 
in regard to the saloons of Chicago costing 
more than the revenue received is too absurd 
to answer. The “ nonpartisan '’’ committee 
of Boston did not say that it cost $2 for every 
one received from saloons. The statement 
about Kansas City, Kas., isa joke. 
That city is the largest in Kansas; it has 
not a theater or a hotel. The Commercial 
club has been disbanded. Aug. 1, 1913, 1,100 
lawsuits were brought against those who 
subscribed to the T. M. C. A. fund. Aug. 4, 
1918, the Rev. J. M. Donlavy, Anti-Saloon 
league man, in a sermon at the Washington 
avenue Methodist church, said that Kansas 
City, Kas., was the home of the devil, that 
50 per cent of the young girls were girls of 
the street, and that the town wan a hotbed 
of vice, Decent people could not visit public 
parks, for the immorality displayed, 
Aug. 12 the assistant to J. M. Donlavy 
away with the funds. 

An expert went over the books of Kansas 
City, Kas., and the following was taken’ 
from the tax books: In 1906, with open sa- 
loons, the city, according to the public rec- 
ords, had a tax rate of $2.32 upon 20 per cent 
valuation, equal to a 46.4 rate upon a full 
valuation.

201.70.

Cleaning and Pressing. 


A friend of mine, dependent upon her own un- 
trained abilities, added an appreciable amount 
to her small income by cleaning and pressing 
clothes.

She also informed 
her friends of what she intended to do. Gaso- 
line, chloroform, turpentine, and plain soap 
and water, with sponges and stiff little brushes, 
constituted her cleaning outfit.

A. AND H.: A comb or brush should never 
be used on the hair when it is wet. The hair 
should be thoroughly dry before it is combed 
or brushed. The best way to dry the hair 
is to rub it dry; with warm towels or the 
hands. Of cou in the warm weather the 
hair should be dried out of doors and allowed 
to get all the sun it possibly can, but in the 
cold weather it must be dried in the house. 
Never dry the hair before heat, for this will 
cause it to break. Rub the scalp with the 
tips of the fingers or with towels or fan it 
dry. The hair should be entirely dried by 
rubbing and never allowed to hang while wet. 
After it is thoroughly dry, brush it carefully 


the head, then comb it beginning from the 
bottom and go up. This will save the hair 
from breaking and pulling the long hairs out.

HE old diarist, John Evelyn, in a book 
called ‘“Acetaria: A Discourse on Sal- 
lets” (1699), said of the lettuce: It 
is indeed of nature more cold and moist 
than any of the rest; yet less astringent, 
and so harmless that it may be safely eaten in 
fevers; for it allays heat, bridles choler, ex- 
tinguishes thirst, excites appetite, kindly nour- 
ishes, and above all represses vapors, concili- 
ates sléep, mitigates pain; besides the effect it 
has upon the morals. Galen, whose beloved 
sallet it was, from its pinguid, subdulcid, and 
agreeable nature, says it breeds the most laud- 
able blood.“ : . 
Taking the adjectives for granted, the funda- 
mental fact here expressed is as readily grant- 
ed to be true today as it has been acknowl- 
edged to be true through two or three thousand 
years. 


> 
By “sallet” old John Evelyn meant a mix- 
ture of herbs. With the French and Italians 
of today, and even with some of the English, 
salad means the lettuce, which the French call 
the queen of salads, and its relatives. In 1699 
this old writer said the same thing that is said 
today, that “the more frugal Italians and 
French, to this day, accept and gather anything 
almost that is green and tender, to the very 
tops of nettles; so as every hedge affords a 
sallet not unagreeable, seasoned with its proper 
oxybaphon or vinegar, salt, oyl, ete. which 
doubtless gives it both the relish and the name 
of salad, ensalade, as with us of sallet, from 


conversations, pleasant and agreeable.” 
> 

A long French article on lettuce, published 
only last month, is most interesting. It praises 
ita all-the-year-around qualities and describes 
its many varieties, which may be divided into 
three principal families——head lettuce, leaf let- 
tyce, romaine. In another and older French 
essay on the subject there is the statement that 
Rabélais introduced the romaine into France 
from Italy. 

The French sometimes call the romaine 
“shicon.” and in France, as also in England 
and Holland, it is much more tender than any 
we usually get. Most of the romaine, which 
is not as yet in our markets generally, has an 
unnecessary rankness, unfavorable to its ex- 
tended use. When it is at its best it may be 
cooked in the same Way as asparagus. 

Of the wild lettuces, the dandelion, or “ dog 
lettuce,” 1s about the only one we use. What 
we call French endive, developed first in Bel- 
gium, is a variety of lettuce more nearly re- 
lated to the dandelion than to other varieties. 
Tune same may be said of the German endive, 
or curly chicory, which in so many cases has 
but a tiny blanched center and a carelessly 
cared for outer green. This green part is really 
a most precious green for cooking, and should 
not be thrown away, as it is by the majority 
of people. It is as valuable as spinach, and 
can be cooked to be even more attractive. 
Blanch first for five minutes. 

Another salad nearly related to the dandelion 


in ours. Why should we not also have that 
hardy, winter salad plant called variously corn 
salad, fleld salad. doucette, sheep lettuce, but 
unmistakable if the Parisian name for it, 
mache, is used? 
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Among the Hebrews and Greeks and all the 
way up through the centuries, the lettuce has 
been valued for its eatable qualities, and scores 
of popular medical and symbolic ideas have 
centered around it. It was eaten with the Pas- 
cal lamb and the unleavened bread, The Greeks 
of ancient days ate it with oll and vinezar as 
we do. The Romans used it among other things 
“to calm the stomach brutalized by gastro- 
nomic extravagance.” The Roman poet Martial 
asks why it has disappeared from its place at 
the beginning of the meal. 

It is said that the Roman Emperor Diocle- 
tian, when he abdicated, devoted himself to the 
culture of lettuce. It is said that Galen was 
cured of neuralgia of the stomach in his youth 
by eating lettuce and that later he used it espe- 
cially to cure the insomnia of old people. 
(Nearly all the milky plants have such prop- 
erties.) 

Charlemagne mentions the fact that he culti- 
vated lettuce in his kitchen garden. In those 
days it was eaten not only in salad but in 
broths and stews and otherwise. 

The French recipes’ for cooking this green 
are more elaborate than one woman in a hun- 
dred would follow. It is well if every woman 
will have it raw on her table once a day.

ELECTION A BIG SURPRISE. 


Liquor Interests Want Constitu- 
tienality of Suffrage Law 
Tested by Supreme Court 
as Soon as Possible, 


Three hundred cities and villages of II- 
nois will be shot directly into the wet and 
dry fight next spring, with the confident ex- 
pectation on the part of the anti-saloon in- 
terests that the woman vote will kill the sa- 
loons in not less than 80 per cent of the mu- 
nicipalities which may be involved. 

This was the statement of F. Scott McBride. 
state superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
league of Illizois, as his diagnosis of the re- 
sult of the downstate local option elections 
of Tuesday. 

Under normal conditions, Mr. McBride 
said, “‘ as the vote of Tuesday shows plainly, 
the women will be three to one on the side 
of the drys. Organized properly, as un- 
doubtedly will be the case, the proper pro- 
portion sh be four to one, 


Expects Big Struggle. 

Next spring will see the biggest fight 
éver made against the liquor interests in IIIi- 
nois. With the possible exceptions of Peoria, 
Springfield, and East St. Louis, I expect to 
see every city and village of the downstate 
territory involved in a straightaway issue on 
the saloon question.“

Creamery Extras Advance Half a 
Cent; Egg Stocks Lower. 


POTATO MARKET IS EASIER. 


Prices Decline 1@2 Cents by Poor 
Supplies; Poultry Unchanged. 


Firmness pervaded the market for butter 
and eggs at Chicago yesterday and prices of 
extras in creamery butter were advanced 
6% a pound. The official report of cold 
storage stocks in warehouses cast and west 
was issued and made a more favorable im- 
pression than was expected. 

According to this report, holdings of eggs, 
in refrigerators are 1,562,800 cases, or 626,000 
cases smaller than at this time a year ago 
and 400,000 cases lighter than two years ago. 
Stocks of butter were reduced to 40,851,000 
lbs during October and now show an excess 
of only 6,219,000 lbs over holdings a year ago. 

An easier feeling developed in the market for 
potatoes and prices averaged 1@2c a bushel! lower. 
The market was depressed by the pressure of poor, 
frosted and unripe stock. Sales were made at 
68@78c a bushel. Receipts were 80 cars. 

Poultry prices held unchanged. Trade was of 
good volume, with receipts of 11 cars and 1,305 
ooops.
